But is it vilification to ask about the fate

The big three, General Motors, Ford and 
Chrysler, would survive for a time but even­ 
tually their ranks would be reduced to one 
giant operation. 
What then would happen to the auto worker 
and the motoring public? 
These are a few of the questions' raised by 
the profit-sharing program that Mr. Reuther 
is preparing to force on the auto makers, 
the UAW and the public. Does he know ihe 
answers to the questions he has raised?

The $64,000 Question

Schwartz, feeling some subcom­ 
mittee members wanted a white­ 
wash, could have waited until he 
was completely blocked and then 
resigned, made his charges, and 
publicly revealed what evidence 
he had. 


Instead, to force committee ac­ 
tion. he “leaked” documents to 
newspapers, made charges, talked 
of “gifts” and “ favors” to mem­ 
bers of the regulatory agencies by 
industry, 
and 
particularly 
the 
FCC. 
In the end he was fired. But he 
focused so much attention on the 
subcommittee that now it can 
hardly duck an investigation, even 
if it wanted to. 
In judging a government offi­ 
cial’s honesty, 
some lines 
are 
clear, some not so clear. There’ 
r.o doubt an official is a crook if 
he accepts payments from a busi­ 
ness or industry in return for a 
favorable decision. 
But accepting a “ gift” or “fa­ 
vor” is not necessarily crooked al­ 
though it raises questions about 
the good judgment of an official 
and can shake public confidence 
in government. 
For example: How can an of­ 
ficial convince anyone that this de- 
esion—in favor of some group 
which wanted a TV station and 
gave him a gift beforehand—was 
purely coincidental and had not 
been influenced? 
Less often mentioned, though, is 
the effect of pressure—from some 
member of Congress or the execu­ 
tive branch of the government— 
or. an official of a 
regulatory 
agency. (Schwartz talked of pres­ 
sures from the White House. 
An official who yielded to such 
pressures—by a ruling contrary to 
what he thought fair and just— 
could not bscape the dishonesty 
charge even though he didn’t get 
a dime out of it. 
But what is pressure? 
Suppose 
a member of Congress called up 
an agency and expressed interest 
jn the outcome of a pending case. 
Is that pressure? Inside the agen­ 
cy it might be considered so. 
The agencies are sensitive to 
Congress. 
It’s 
Congress 
which 
every year decides how much 
money they can have to operate. 
An angry member from Congress 
could cause a lot of trouble. 
* 
Congress is zealous in seeing 
that certain government officials 
—like the secretary of defense- 
rid themselves completely of any 
interest in a company with which 
the government does business. 
But members of Congress don’t 
have to shed themselves of any­ 
thing.

tf) - What is 
honesty in a government official? 
Dr. Bernard Schwartz, the emo­ 
tional law professor described as 
both brilliant and arrogant, has 
raised this question. It can stand 
steady rasing in big government. 
In some ways Schwartz handled 
himself like, .a juvenile. But he got 
results.

These agencies—and the 38 men 
who sit on their hoards and com­ 
missions—make decisions affect­ 
ing not only many businesses and 
broad area of American life but 
involving billions of dollars.

U. S. gold holdings are publish­ 
ed daily, but Russia’s gold is a 
well kept secret. Its hoard is be­ 
lieved to be second only to ours 
but far smaller. Top guesses put it 
at several billion dollars. 
U.S. gold output has dropped. 
Miners say that since the price 
hasn't risen from $35 an ounce 
since 1934 gold digging isn’t pro­ 
fitable. Latest figures put U. S. 
gold production at 3412 million dol­ 
lars a year, compared with 121 
million dollars before the wa r . 
Meanwhile Russian production is 
believed to have been kept up.

Hypertension Is a Major 


Factor in Atherosclerosis

CLEVELAND — As our medical 
icientists probe for definitive know­ 
ledge regarding the causative fac­ 
tors 
behind 
atherosclerosis 
among them nutrition, hormones, 
ex ercise 
and 
heredity — they 
have at hand conclusive evidence 
that hy pertension (high blood pres­ 
sure) is to be listed among the 
causes. 
No one dies of hy pertension it­ 
self. People who have high blood 
pressure die as a result of the 
blood vessel and heart disease that 
follows in its wake. This disease is

with the urgent problem of finding 
for 
these 
patients, 
something, 
which, in association with drugs 
used in treating high blood pres­ 
sure, will check the spread of ath­ 
erosclerosis. 
But this is not enough. 
H i gh 
blood pressure is an insidious dis­ 
ease. Few people know they have 
it until they have suffered some 
of its complications, by which time 
the damage is usually well estab­ 
lished. Clearly , there is urgent 
need for accelerated research into 
all phases of the problem of ath­ 
erosclerosis, especially that asso­ 
ciated with high blood pressure.

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form of arteriosclerosis, or “hard­ 
ening of the arteries.” 
Apparently , the impact of months 
and y ears of high blood pressure 
damages the vessels. They 1 ose 
their elasticity because the little 
fibres of elastic tissue in the walls 
of the vessels become stretched, 
split, fray ed and broken. 


AS THIS PROCESS goes on, the 
vessels become scarred and accum­ 
ulate fatty deposits in their linings. 
These may of themselves obstruct 
the flow of blood. Probably more 
commonly something happens in 
this scarred, fatty mass — per 
haps bleeding into its base or loss 
of its lining membrane. Either pro­ 
cess results in an area on which 
a clot will form and this is the 
usual basis of heart attacks and 
strokes. 
Doctors have recognized for 
long time that high blood pressure 
and atherosclerosis were closely 
associated diseases. But, until re­ 
cently , we had no firm views on 
the nature of this association. 
Formerly , most doctors thought 
that the hardening of the arteries 
occurred first, and that, as a con­ 
seq uence, the blood pressure rose. 
This rise of pressure was even 
considered beneficial because, they 
reasoned, it helped maintain blood 
flow through the thickened vessels. 
This view, no longer held, re-1 
tarded and delay ed research on 
high blood pressure 
for 
many 
y ears. We now know that high 
blood pressure is one of the com­ 
mon causes of atherosclerosis, and 
an increased risk of one of its 
complications. 


nAPPILY. 
RESEARCH 
h as 
achieved important advances in the 
treatment of high blood pressure. 
About five y ears ago, doctors 
every where were provided w it h 
drugs which were truly effective 
in controling this disorder. A five- 
y ear study of these drugs was re­ 
cently completed. We reviewed the 
histories of a group of patients 
who had come for treatment of a 
very severe form of high blood 
pressure known as “malignant hy ­ 
pertension.” 
Until these drugs became avail­ 
able, we knew that of 100 such 
patients about 50 would die within 
a x months, and about 80 within a 
y ear. At the end of five y ears there 
would be only one or two lingering 
on. 
Our survey showed that 70 per 
cent of treated patients survived 
more than one y ear, and that some 
30 per cent survived for five y ears, 
with most of them leading active, 
productive and comparatively nor­ 
mal lives. 
We believe that starting now, 
with better drugs and more “know 
how” in their use, we can double 
this five-y ear survival rate, par­ 
ticularly if patients receive treat­ 
ment before their blood vessels 
have been so damaged by high 
blood pressure that arteriosclerosis 
begins and progresses. 


THIS IS A SUBSTANTIAL ac­ 
complishment. It is important to 
remember that a majority of those 
who died were victims of some 
complication 
o f atherosclerosis — 
such as a stroke, a heart attack, 
rupture of a large vessel or kid­ 
ney damage. In other words, we 
had relieved the immediate situa­ 
tion for many , but they were left 
with a residue of vessels damaged 
during their period of uncontrolled 
high blood pressure. 
So it follows that we are faced 


hopeless undertaking. But, just as 
we have accomplished so much so 
recently in the field of high blood 
pressure research, we may be con­ 
fident that sooner or later the mis­ 
sing answers will be turned up. 
It will be sooner if medical re­ 
search gets the support it needs 
and must have. It will be sooner 
if the public supports heart and 
blood vessel research through con­ 
tributions to the 1958 Heart Fund 
campaign of the American Heart 
Association and its affiliated Heart 
Associations.

Ev ery one of u s who liv es long 
enou gh will face old age. It is not 
alway s the happiest time of life 
bu t neither does it need to be a 
sad or tragic ex perience. 
Older people are often freed 
from some of the problems which 
trou bled them when they w e r e 
y ou nger. When one adju sts to in­ 
ev itable changes and if one has 
the u nderstanding and sy mpathy 
of the y ou nger members of the 
family and friends life can be­ 
come contented and comfortable. 


AGING 
OF 
THE 
BODY and 
mind does not occu r su ddenly , nor 
does it progress at the same rate 
of speed for ev ery one. Some who 
are in their 80’s and 9 0’s are spry 
phy sically and remain mentally 
keen. 
Others howev er who may be 
20 y ears y ou nger can show signs 
of phy sical frailty and slowi n g 
down of the mental processes. 
One of the complaints of many 
older people is a poor memory . 
Often an elderly person will re­ 
member things which happened 20 
or ev en 50 y ears earlier bu t will 
get mix ed u p on recent ev ents 
This is often shown by repeat 
ing the same story ov er and ov er 
again. It can be annoy ing to the 
listener bu t shou ld be taken cheer- 


person a certain protection against 
realizing the changes which hav e 
taken place. 
Family and friends howev er, 
are often greatly distressed and 
ev en embarrassed. It seems trag­ 
ic to see a person who had for­ 
merly shown great mental and phy ­ 
sical v igor lose these powers and 
not ev en realize it. 
One's mental age does not nec­ 
essarily parallel ex actly the phy ­ 
sical powers. Some people show 
more deterioration in one than the 
other, thou gh as a ru le a person 
who has dev eloped sev ere mental 
failu re will also show many signs 
of phy sical aging. 


FAMILY AD FRIENDS as well 
as the aging person himself shou ld 
take the changes which 
oc c u r 
philosopically and not wor r r y ^ 
too mu ch abou t them. Associates 
shou ld try to continu e to get as; 
mu ch pleasu re ou t of the elderly 
person as they can and not to 
hope for the retu rn of powers 
which hav e been lost throu gh the 
passage of time. 
There are no dru gs or opera­ 
tions which can regain the fou n­ 
tain of y ou th!
